The annual battle at the polls on 


Tuesday resulted in a partial victory 
or the democrats. George D. Marcy 
was elected to fill the mayor's chair 
with a majority over the present in- 
cumbent of the office, John Fender, of 
173. Mr. Marcy carried Wards three, 
our and five and ran ahead of his 
icket in Wards one and two. 


Both the last named wards regis- 


ered solid republican votes and prac" 
Jcally all the candidates for alder- 
men and councilmen and the minor 
officers 
received 
large 
majorities. 


Ward three, as usual, was strongly 
democratic and Ward 
five 
swung 


back into its old column. Ward four 
divided its allegiance, declaring in 
'avor of Mr. Marcy and electing one 
democrat to both the board of alder- 
men and the common council. The 
other 
republican candidates 
were 


elected. 


The vote of'the city as a whole, 


was much Isss than that of 1902 and 
.he reduction was especially notice- 
able in the number of ballots cast by 
the republicans. The day was a very 
quiet one and there was little of the 
enthusiasm usually shown on election 
day. The crowds on the streets and 
n the polling places were 
much 


smaller than in past years and the 
number of stay-at-homes must have 
been unusually large. 


Both sides appeared to be confident 


until late in the afternoon, when it 
Became evident that Mr. Marcy was 
making large gains. Soon after the 
closing of the polls, his election was 
practically assured and very early in 
the evening all doubt as to the result 
of the mayoralty contest was over. 


Prominent republicans, when inter- 


viewed by a representative of the 
Herald, expressed 
no surprise 
at 


Mayor Fender's defeat and said that 
they Tiad been prepared for such a 
happening. 
Mr. Marcy's 
personal 


strength had made it certain, from 
the very first, that the fight would be 
a hard one and had made his elec- 
tion a strong probability. 


About eight o'clock the more en- 


thusiastic of the democrats made 
their appearance on the streets and, 
headed by the City 
band, marched 


about the city, burning red fire and 
cheering lustily. Mr. Marcy and sev- 
eral other prominent men of the par- 
ty were serenaded 
and responded 


with brief congratulatory speeches. 


The republicans still control both 


branches of the city government, hav- 
ing secured seven of the ten alder- 
men and a majority of the common 
council and will also have a working 
majority in the joint convention. The 
only overturns, aside from the chang 


ing of mayors, were in Wards four 
and five and in the former ward the 
democrats were only partially suc- 
cessful. 


There will be a number of new fa- 


ces in the city councils this year and 
many of the old members of the two 
boards will also return. Some of the 
newcomers are, 
of 
course, 
-demo- 


crats, but several of them are repub- 
licans, successors of men who have 
served their alloted two terms.

Portsmouth Accepts Them All, Giv- 
ing Woman Suffrage A Small Ma- 
jority. 


Portsmouth declared in favor of ev 


ery one of the constitutional amend- 
ments, being one of the few of the 
cities and towns of the state to vote 
for woman suffrage. On this amend- 
ment there were 459 favorable and 
453 unfavorable votes, giving the suf- 
fragists a majority of six.

men capable of -doing that sort of 
work.

Hermis was a dismal failure in hi* 


two-year-old races. At that time, in 
fact, he was rated as a selling plater 
and nothing more. But last year he 
threw an awful scare into the three- 
year-old "bunch" and was shipped to 
Chicago to run in the American Derby 
at Washington park. Meeting with an 
accident early in the race, he was pull- 
ed up. 


The sire of Hermis, Hermence, was 


bred in England by the Duchess of 
Montrose, Though foaled in 1888 and 
early placed In the Perncliff stud, he 
has not hitherto been a great success as 
a sire, though, as far as breeding is 
concerned, there are few in this coun 
try, or any other, for that matter, that 
can compete with him. His sire, Ison- 
omy, now dead, has been very success- 
ful at the stud, two of his sons and one 
of his grandsons taking the English 
Derby. 


Tbebals, the dam of Hermence, was 


one>of the greatest race mares ever pro- 
duced in England, training on till her 
sixth year and winning many impor- 
tant races with 130 pounds and over on 
her back. Isonomy was also noted as 
a great weight carrier, winning the 
Manchester cup with the almost impos- 
sible Impost of 138 pounds, so no won- 
der their descendant, Hermis, can han- 
dle any sort of burden with ease. 


Katy of the West, dam of Hermence, 


Is a young mare which did little to dis- 
tinguish herself on the race track and, 
until she threw Hormis, even less at 
the stud. She Is nicely bred, however, 
being by Spendthrift, out of Perdita, 
by imported Prince Charlie. As Katy 
was only fonled in 1895, she has plenty 
of time to distinguish herself further 
as a matron. 


Trainer McCormick says of Hermis: 


"I need not say that Hermis is the 
pride of the Bell stable, and, while I

The Way to Broil. 


A hot, clear fire is indispensable. 


The gridiron should be scrupulously 
clean and heated thoroughly before tlie 


j broil is put on it. 


Grease the bars of the gridiron with, 


suet or kitchen fat; never with butter. 


Meat needs plenty of flnre; fish but 


little. 


Put meat so near the fire that it will 


be in the flare which the fat drops 
cause. As soon as the surface on one 
side is browned turn and brown the 
other side. 


After this turn frequently and re- 


move a little from the lire to finish 
cooking. 


Beef nn inch thick will require from 


fifteen to twenty minutes' broiling. 


Trim off the skin from mutton chops, 


leave only fat enough to mnko thorn 
palatable, and broil about ten mln- 


i utes. Serve on a hot dish, and put n 
; piece of butter nnd n few drops of lem- 
on juice on ench chop.

SENATORIAL COURTESY. 


The dignity of the United States 


senate has been ruthlessly trampled 
upon, and the senate is stirred to 
righhteous 
indignation; 
a mere 


member of the bouse of representa- 
tives ba» ventured to criticise the up- 
per body, and suggest that the busi- 
ness and interests of the nation are 
at least of equal Importance with the 
"courtesy of the senate." 


During the closing hours of the 


fifty-seventh congress, 
when 
the 


general deficiency and naval appro- 
priation bills were under final con- 
sideration, Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina announced that unless pro- 
vision was made to pay an old claim 
of his state for 1*7,000—a very 
cloudy claim, by the way—be would 
talk both the pending bills to death, 
and compel the calling of an extra 
session of both houses of congress; 
and as it was certain that under the 
rule of "senatorial courtesy" he could 
do this without difficulty, the house 
was obliged to yield. 
This perfor- 


mance was designated as "legislative 
blackmail" by Representative Cannon 
of Illinois, chairman of the commit- 
tee on appropriations of the last 
house and to be speaker of the pres- 
ent one when it organizes, and he 
suggested the propriety of the senate 
making such a change in its rules as 
would enable it to transact the na- 
tion's business by majority vote, and 
take away the power of a single 
senator to block all legislation for aa 
long a period as he chooses. 


When the senate convened in spec- 


ial session there was a storm. Till- 
tnan of course found 
fault; 
that's 


what he's for; but he was not alone. 
Senator Hale, and other prominent 
republicans agreed with Tillman, and 
Senator Allison declared that 
the 


rules of the senate had stood practi- 
cally without change for over one 
hundred years; that they would prob- 
ably stand for some time longer, and 
that, if they did need changing, they 
would be changed by the senate it- 
Self and not by any other body. He 
said that neither house was to be 
lectured for its observance of any 
rules that it had seen flt to make, and 
much less was it to be supposed that 
one house could compel the other to 
change its rules. He referred with 
Indignation to the threat that if the 
senate did not amend its rules the 
house, backed by the American peo- 
ple, would compel it to do so 
He 


declared that if it were to raise this 
issue,he was certain that the change of 
rules would be in the other house, 
and that the people would compel 
the house to change it# rules. And 
then Senator Teller, 
of all men, 


poured a little oil on the troubled 
water*, and the matter was dropped. 


Now, 
whether either house of con- 


gress IB to be lectured or not, the 
senate has been lectured for many 
years, and very sharply, too, by the 
press of the country generally, on ac- 
count of Us absurd rules; and oven 
on the floor of tho senate itself, ou 
the last day of the last •es«lon, a re- 
tiring member—"Billy" Mason ot Illi- 
nois—delivered » brief and temper- 
ately worded lecture on the subject 
that contained more common sente 
than all 
the sentimlenUl 
twftddie 


shout the "courtesy of the rfenste" 
that has «ver been presented to Uto 


Courtesy is ft food thine, In 


the senate or elsewhere; but when it 
is stretched to the extent of allowing 
any one man to bold up and paralyze 
at his pleasure the business of a na- 
tion of eighty millions of people, it 
goes beyond the bounds of absurdity 
and comes very 
near to being a 


crime. 


Ex-Senator Mason waa not an im- 


pressive figure In the senate during 
•Us term, and his party friends, with 
whom ne was usually at 
variance, 


were glad when his term 
expired; 


"yet his valedictory remarks," says 
the Boston Transcript, "in which he 
urged the need of a cloture rule to 
enable a majority of the senate to do 
• 
business, were as sensible as any 
that have been made in that body 
during the session just closed. The 
custom that now prevails seems akin 
to stultification. 
The people have 


seen how important legislation has 
been held up by one or two filibus- 
ters and obstructionists. The history 
of legislation in the senate in recent 
years does indeed 'show how meas- 
ures can be done to death, because 
the senate has a set of childish rules, 
founded on the theory that that body 
dares not trust 
its own majority.' 


The people have seen this and have 
wondered at it, and been indignant 
over it 


"The river and harbor bill, a couple 


of years since, was done to death by 
the lung power of Senator 
Carter. 


The old-man-of-the-sea from Alabama 
has held the senate and the country 
at his mercy during the closing 
weeks of the recent session1, and has 
made an extra 
session necessary. 


The greatest good of the greatest 
number is a principle that receives 
no honor under such a stupid and 
childish arrangement. 
We cannot 


recall an 
instance 
where 
it has 


worked to the benefit of the country, 
but instances are numerous where it 
has operated "to the detriment of the 


* 
nation and these instances are in- 
creasing. As Senator Mason retires 
to private life he is entitled to the 
thanks of the unofficial portion of the 
country, at least, for showing up a 
genuine evil in its true Hgnt."

Quack grasis is not difficult to man- 


age; bat, like some otber thhifr*, «ood 
in themselves, it becomes hateful when | 
mismanaged. It may be made exceed- ' 
ingly valuable in comparison with oth- 
er grasses thought to be indispensable 
to us, says a correspondent of Rural 
New Yorker. Its persistent growth and 
last bold upou the ground sbould make 
it one of the most highly valued of all 
the grass<_-s. I cultivated It in New Jer- 
sey in a field of several acres of which 
it had taken entire possession, giving it 
liberal supplies of fertilizer and a 
spring harrowing -with a heavy, sharp 
toothed harrow to loosen the soil, using 
it as green feed for my cows as well 
as for hay. I one year sowed clover 
seed with this quack grass after a thor- 
ough harrowing of the surface, and the 
yield was over two tons to the acre of 
the best hay. After four years of use 
in this way, the clover having run out, 
the land was plowed to n sufficient 
depth to expose the mat of roots, which 
was very thick, occupying most of the 
soil. I dug out one square foot of the 
sod a foot deep, and after shaking oft 
the soil as much as possible the roots 
and grass weighed four pounds and one 
ounce, equivalent to about eighty tons 
of ordinary manure per acre. The land 
was put into corn, and after a few 
harrowings at intervals of two days 
the roots were dead by exposure to the 
sun and dry weather, so that there was 
very little trouule in working the corn. 
Then sugar beets and mangels were 
grown on part of the land and potatoes 
on the rest, wheat following, after 
which it was seeded to grass and clo- 
ver.»If I could have got the seed of the 
quack grass, I should certainly have 
gown that in preference to any other. 
As to the effects of this grass on the 
milk, my wife, after two or three 
churnings from the green quack grass, 
asked what I was giving the cows, as 
the butter had increased so much. 


Food For CO-ITS. 


During the period that cows are dry 


they should be fed enough to keep 
them in a thrifty condition without 
their becoming too fat. Bran, roots, 
clover hay, cornstalks, etc., make 
a most suitable variety of food. The 
aim at this period should be to feed 
nonstimulating foods and only that 
wi "h has a cooling and laxative effect 
upon the system. A cow should never 
be fed heavy food just before dropping 
her calf. Heavy food at such a time, 
especially foodstuff of a carbonaceous 
or heating nature, is u very injurious 
food to bo given and may cause in- 
flammation or garget in the udder. It 
is important, however, that during this 
period the cow Uiould bo well fed. 


Feediua Value of Rape. 


Rapo has a high feeding \aiue. It 


makes an excellent feed for fattening 
sheep and swine and for producing an 
abundant flow of milk in milk cows. 
On account of danger of tainting Ihe 
milk many people do not feed it to the 
cows until aftor milking, llapc can 
l)p used to good advantage as a par! 
of the ration for animals that aio be- 
ing fed in peus for market or for th<> 
show ring. I5y beginning as early as 
practicable in the spring and seeding 
at intervals of two or three woeUs a 
i onlmuous si<< cession of rupo can be 
ptoiluied throughout the period when 
the pel ii';:i,oi)t p-n' '.it , rro luost liko- 
ly to bo short. K.ipf v\i!l endure qirte 
so\orp cold weather find thin v, ill last 
a long tune sifter the ordinary pasture 
grasses succumb to the frost. By thu 
use of tuis crop stock can be got 
into good condition for the holiday 
markets or for \\inter, and there need 
to be no chn('U In growth, tat and mill: 
production through ir.sufiiciont succu- 
lent 1'ood during the Lite summer nnd 
.uiUm.n months, as is too frequently 
the case.

ABORTION IN DAIRY COWS. 


Goo* S»Bit*ry Car« »i Sta'klrs *»d 


Cow» tbe Only Kt»e<ly. 


I firmly believe that there id only oi:e 


way to do with abortion in herds, and 
that Is to grin and bear it and try to 
outlast the trouble, says John Coukl In 
the Michigan Farmer. My belief Is 
founded upon observation and inquiry 
from one end of tb* dairy belt to tbe 
other and the experience of some of the 
mo«t able veterinarians in this country- 
Disinfecting, isolation and the like are 
simply impossible ou the dairy faims 
of ibis country. To eradicate a j;erm 
disease in a twenty-year-old b<sru is 
more than whitewash and burning sul- 
phur in a kettle can accomplish. Abort- 
ins cows should be washed and sprayed 
with carbolic acid or listerine solution, 
but it is for their own benefit, not the 
herd at lar^e. While it probably is a 
gerin disease, hanging up bits of "fet- 
ty" about the stable or feeding ''stock 
foods" will not head off or cure the 
trouble. The fact is that cows abort 
with very few symptoms of coining 
trouble, usually none at all, and the 
loss of a feed is rare, and they are 
ready to breed within a few days or 
weeks. This has been noticed (not al- 
ways following) that a cow that aborts 
while in milk usually beefs up, but if 
nearly or quite dry when the mishap 
occurs freshens up and gives a fair 
mess, more than enough to pay her 
keep, and there is a chance for future 
usefulness. 


The evidence against the germ theory 


is its complete disappearance after hav- 
ing run a certain course in a dairy, its 
attacks on cattle far away on grass 
and even the two-year-old heifers and 
then disappearing as suddenly as it 
came, usually running a fast race at 
the start and then as suddenly disap- 
pearing, though generally gradually di- 
minishing. Scientists seem to be posi- 
tive that it is of germ origin and --frm 
dissemination, but despite all claims of 
the venders of germ killers anJ ;u>,n\ 
tion specifics, no germ has ever been 
Isolated or any cultures obtained. Even 
tbe great Nocard, who has made a 
twenty years' study of the matter, has 
nothing definite to report or even to 
found a plausible theory upon. How 
much credence should then be given to 
st '"discovery" whose author has not 
even a claim to scientific research. 


There is only one remedy, good sani- 


tary care of the stables nnd of the 
cow. 
Feed good, substantial foods, 


with some oil meal. Fatten, possibly, 
the old cows, nnd after a few months 
breed the others again. A few will not 
breed, and beef is their portion.

Getting; Together. 


Good work has been accomplished by 


the Philadelphia Milk Shippers' union, 
according to American Agriculturist, 
Ko better illustration is needed than 
the agreement recently made with tbe 
exchange to fix the price of milk for 
each month of the year. There has 
been a gratifying willingness ou the 
part of dealeis and the exchange to 
meet producers in conference for the 
discussion of tbe situation. It is a well 
known fact that no big enterprise can 
succeed without organization. When 
farmers get together and stand up for 
their rights, their voice will be hoard 
every time. There has boon in t'.ic past 
too much speculation iu the milk busi- 
ness and not infrequently to tho disad- 
vantage of the producers, but farmers 
and dealers sire getting together at la«t 
•and co-operating foi tlieir mutual good. 


In a recent i^suo we called attention 


to the fact that good dairy blood could 
DP bad at very reasonable figures and 
cited a sale of Ohio Jersey cattle as an 
example, says Stockman and Farmer. 
Sonic of our Jersey friends thought the 
prlcos given therein were too low and 
want to know if we have hoard of other 
sales. Yes, \ve havo hoard of them, but 
tlK-y are not ivprosontntlve of the aver- 
ago, but of the exceptional, in Jersey 
sales. We did not. cite tlu-m because of 
tliis and because they do not illustrate 
our point, that good dairy blood in the 
form of yearling heifers and young 
cows c.in be had at comparatively little 
extra ^xponse over grades. We say 
comp!) 'atlvoly little—that is, compared 
with i -!cos for beef bred cattle. Can 
any or.* huy that this is not true? Can 
nny oii.» say why pure bred dairy cattle 
nhould not have their inning somo day 
and sell as well us beef cattle have sold 
during tho past three years, leaving ou! 
the extremes in botli cases? 


Hut u& to the correctness of our ex 


ample. Leaving out the extremes, suoN 
as Cooper's and Hood's sales, and nls*J 
those in which tho average was too low 
to bo reported, and taking thirteen oS 
tho average kind, we find that for n.~>$ 
head the average price wua $05.57, 
And this wo bolievo to bo even above 
the average at which the kind of stock 
we have described has bold, but no 
matter, it ia not much abovo the \aluo 
of n good grade milk cow. We sny 
again that the present 13 n good time 
for u dairyman to invest, because it is 
a cheap time and tho prospects for the 
dairy Industry arc good.

As it goes from the tempering 
tank it runs directly to the clarifier, j 
which makes thousands of revolutions | 
a minute, and every particle of foreign 
matter is eliminated. And such stuff it j 
is, a whole bucketful every day of the i 
vilest of dirt and filth and the products ' 
of disease.

From the clarifier the hot milk goes j 


to the pasteurizers. There are three of i 
these, the first filled with hot water, \ 
the second with cold, the third with j 
brine. In passing through these ma- j 
chines the temperature of the milk is i 
lowered in about ten seconds from 162 ' 
to 3S degrees. Aud therein is the pas- j 
teuming process by which all bacteria j 
and serins of every sort are killed, as 
{ 


they are not able to withstand the ( 
shock of tbe sudden change in temper- 
ature. 


After bottling tbe milk is put in cold 


storage and held for delivery. It is as 
pure ns milk can be and yet just as tru- 
ly milk as it ever was. It will keep for 
five or six days in an ordinary refriger- 
ator. The pasteurizing kills- the lactic 
germs, which are responsible for the 
souring proces*. 


The bottles are cleaned as clean as 


they can be made and afterward put in { 
a sterilizing room and subjected to 240 i 
degrees of heat for half an hour.

gree Avlioli'some and sanitary. The em- 
ployees dress in pure white, always 
fresh and clean.

It is now generally conceded that the 


recent national legislation on oleomar- 
garine is not going to restrict the pro- 
duction of that article, and, further, 
that it is likely to increase its consump- 
tion, says Stockman and Farmer. The 
low license fee and the fact that re- 
tailers can make a greater profit from 
oleomargarine than from butter are 
powerful influences in extending the 
hade in the substitute. So far as color 
goeg oleomargarine is now being col- 
ored without at least any apparent vio- 
lation of law. The coloring is not so 
rich aa of yore, but it is sufficient to 
satisfy the consumer's eye, and oleo- 
margarine's merits are being so gener- 
ally urged and the demerits of butter 
so forcibly set forth by the retailer 
that more people than over are eating 
oleomargarine knowingly. A new proc- 
ess of renovating inferior butter is now 
in use by the packers, nnd this is hav- 
ing some influence on the market. On 
the whole we cannot say that the situ- 
ation justifies expectation of high 
prices for butter henceforth. Prices nre 
fair now, all things considered, and 
tho probability is that they will not be 
higher except for a brief period or un- 
der some stress of circumstances. The 
butter maker must depend on the excel- 
lence of his product to afford him a 
profitable market one year with anoth- 
er, legislation will not do it, nor will 
anything eUo do it except the care and 
skill in manufacture and marketing. 
Common butter must continue to sell 
cheap, just as common products of all 
kinds sell. Broadly speaking, produc- 
tion is more evenly balanced now than 
it was. More milk is going into cheese 
and to the cities, and until there are 
more dairymen there is not likely to be 
a serious overproduction in the butter 
business. But good products will be 
necessary to profit.

Bouffbt by the Yard, It Can Be Tnrn- 


*d to Many Purposes. 


Nearly nil housekeepers have several 


tin edged asbestus mats which are de- 
signed purposely for vise on the range 
beneath saucepans and other cooking 
utensils; but perhaps there are many 
people vrho do not realise to how many 
otber uses in the household asbestus 
may be subjected. It comes in sheets 
a yard or more in width, and of any de- 
sired length. When bought by the 
quantity, it is very cheap—so cheap 
that 10 cents will buy several square 
feet of the material, which may be 
easily cut to fit the place it is needed to 
fill. 


In place of the ready made pads for 


protecting polished tables a strip of as- 
bestus bought by the yard and cut the 
proper length makes a good covering. 
When no lining or pad is used on a ta- 
ble, a small square of the material 
placed beneath the cloth where the cof- 
feepot and teapot stand will save the 
table from white marks that a tile is 
usually unable to prevent. 


All doilies used on a polished table 


without n cloth should have inner lin- 
ings, so that an asbestus mat can be 
slipped in between. 


A square of nsbe«tus kept for a rest 


nnd also to rub off the flntiron when 
in use prevents all scorching of the 
ironing fihoet. When the range or any 
other heating apparatus comes too 
close to the wall and there is danger 
from fire, a strip of the material placed 
between will remove all cause of anx- 
iety. In houses without hot and cold 
water fixtures it is a good plan to slip 
a piece beneath tho -. asbstand cover 
for the hot water pitcher.—Table Talk.
